WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.— 
Following is the text of a joint reso- 
lution passed by the house by a vote 
of 337 to 37: 

A joint resolution justifying the 
employment of the armed forces of 
the United States in enforcing certain 


demands against Victoriano Huerta: 


Resolved, by the senate and house 
of representatives in congress assem- 
bled, that the president of the United 
States is justified in the employment 
of the armed forces of the United 
States to enforce the demands upon 
Victoriano Huerta for unequivocal 
amends to the government of the 
United States for affronts and indig- 
nities committed against this govern- 
ment by Gen. Huerta and his rep- 
resentatives.“ 


Altered for the Senate | 


The wording of the resolution was 
changed by the foreign relations com- 
mittee of the senate to read as follows: 

In view of the facts presented by 
the president of the United States in 
his address delivered to the congress 
in joint session, the 20th day of April, 
1914, in regard to certain affrontes and 


indignities committed against the 


United States in Mexico, be it 


„RESOLVED, that the president is. 


justified in the employment of the 
armed forces of the United States to 
enforce his demands for unequivocal

be it further 

**RESOLVED, that the United States 
disclaims any hostility to the Mexican 
people or any purpose to make war 
upon them. 

The purpose of the new resolution, it 
it was said, was to avoid the appearance 
of a personal issue between the United 
States and General Huerta personally, 
but rather his de facto government, and 
also to avoid any misinterpretation of the 
attitude of this government toward the 
Mexican people as a whole.

Senator Lodge presented a substitute for 
the preamble of the resolution reported by 
the committee which he will seek to have 
adopted tomorrow. It set forth: 

“That the state of unrest, violence 
and anarchy which exists in Mexico, 
the numerous unchecked and unpun- 
ished murders of American citizens 
and the spoliation of their property in 
that country, the impossibility of 
securing protection or redress by diplo- 
matic methods in the absence of law- 
ful or effective authority, the inability 
of Mexico to discharge its interna- 
tional dbligations, the unprovoked in- 
sults and indignities inflicted upon 
the flag and the uniform of the United 
States by the armed forces in occupa- 
tion of large parts of Mexican territory 
have become intolegn ble. 

“That the self-respect and dignity 
of the United States and the duty to 
protect its citizens and its interna- 
tional rights require that such a 
course be followed in Mexico by our 
government as to compel respect and 
observance of its rights.

AMERICAN WOMEN 
FLEE VERA CRUZ 


Go Aboard Refuge Steamers 
When American Ships Are Or- 
dered to Leave Mexican Port. 


Vera Cruz, April 20.—Most of the American 
women in this city today fled to safety aboard 
the steamers Mexico and Esperanza, taken 
over here by the United States as refuge 
ships. | 

While there are not more than thirty or 
forty Americans of both sexes residents of 
Vera Cruz, more than 200 gathered in Con- 
sul Canada’s office to learn the latest news 
from their home country. | 

The crowding of the consul’s office was 
the result of 4 visit of Capt. Hus to Gen. 
Gustavo Maas, commander of the Federal 
troops at Vera Cruz, and to the commander 
of the port. He instructed them to order all 
American merchant vessels out of the har- 
bor. | 
Commander Hus then went on board the 
Spanish and the British warships anchored 
off this port and informed their commanders 
of his action. 

No Excitement at Vera Crus. 

The tropical gomnolence of Vera Crug was 

scarcely disturbed by the situation between 


‘Mexico and the United States, 80 far as 


eurtace indications went. 

Mexicans in many cases fraternized with 
Americans and in one saloon a dozen Amer- 
jean sallors sang popular American songs 
for hours while a good natured policeman on 
the corner twirled his club and smiled. 

In some instances a momentary excite- 
ment was caused by false reports, the most 
notable of which was that a lending by 
United States ring had been made at Tam- 
pico. 

Proprictore of restaurants, merchasste, and 
even newsboys anticipated increased values 
and jumped their prices somewhat, while ex- 
change was quoted somewhat higher. It is 
feared that an will grow steadily 
worse. 

The most serious phase of the situation was 
suggested by the crowded lobby of Coneul

Americans Storm Canada’s Office 

Mr. Canada and his office force worked to 
the limit of their endurance, and a marine 
and a signal guard had to be called upon to 
act as doorkeepers and hold back the more

The consul endeavored to inform all 
foreigners of President Wilson’s action. 
Under instructions from the department of 
state he is reminding them of a previous 
warning to withdraw from Mexico. 

Orders to repeat these instructions to Tam- 


pico and Monterey and to inform Tuxpan | 


and Puerto Mexico have been received by 
the consul. 

Off shore among the war vessels there was 
nothing a land man could see to indicate any 
change in Washington's attitude. The flag- 
ship Florida and the only other warship of 
its class, the Utah, were outside the harbor. 
Inside were anchored the Prairie and a trans- 
port loaded with marines, the Spanish cruts- 
er Emperador Carlos V., and two British 
cruisers, the Essex and Berwick. 


Carden Hopes for Peace. 

The latter brought Sir Lionel Carden, the 
retiring British minister, today. 

Sir Lionel expected to leave late tonight 
for Mexico City. He said he believed there 
was still a chance of reconciliation, and 
those who were convinced that an outbreak 
of hostilities would occur immediately were 
unduly excited.

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HUERTA PROMISES 
SAFETY TO ALIENS 


Dictator Guarantees Them They 


Will Not Be Molested in 
Event of Strife. — 


Mexico City, April 20.“ Gen. Huerta offers 
all guarantees to foreigners, Americans in- 
cluded, who may remain in Mexico and he 
will improve this opportunity to show the 
world that his government and Mexico are 
moral and civilized.’’ 

This statement President Huerta dictated 
to the Associated Press today. 


Says Boat Was Without Flag. 

J desire to make it plain to the American 
people, he continued, that according to the 
official report from the commander at Port 
Tampico received by the Mexican govern- 
ment, there was no flag in the boat which 
landed and whose crew was detained. I fear 
that President Wilson has been misinformed 
on this point and that he will inform the 
American congress that the boat carried the 
flag. * 

In fact, the American flag has nothing to 
do with the case, and I desire the American 
people fully to understand this.“ 

Many American residents have made prep- 
arations to stay in the Mexican capital, 
whatever the outcome of the present crisis 
may be unless they are ordered to leave by 
the Mexican authorities. They express be- 
lief that they will not be harmed in any 
eventuality. 

Others are going to Vera Cruz or are mak- 


ing preparations to leave if necessary. 


As a precautionary measure a special 
guard of twelve police was installed in the 
American embassy tonight. 


Await Next Washington Move. 

The Mexican capital awaited with intense 
interest the next word from Washington in 
reply to the refusal of Provisional President 
Huerta to comply with the demand of the 
United States.

ARMY PLANS ARE HELD UP

Washington, D. C., April 21, 2 a. m.— 
{Special.]—President Wilson’s plan for the 
immediate blockading of Mexico with the 
view to the elimination of Gen. Victoriano 
Huerta suffered a sharp check from the sen- 
ate soon after midnight this morning. 

That body declined to permit the presi- 
dent to make what its members describe 
as a war on one man. 

The senate’s refusal followed the receipt 
of a resolution which had been adopted 
early in the evening by the house by a vote 
of 337 to 37, phrased in the fashion desired 
by the chief executive. 


WILSON OFFERS COMPROMISE. 

The senate, except through its foreign 
relations committee, took no formal ae- 
tion on the resolution. 

It became apparent that such a bitter 
feeling had been engendered that it would 
be unwise to insist on passage of the reso- 
lution. 

In the hope of removing opposition Pres- 
ident Wilson, who made a personal visit 
to the capitol with Postmaster General 
Burleson and Secretary Tumulty, agreed 
to the elimination of Huerta’s name from 
the resolution provided it was so framed 
as to show that the action which the Unit- 
ed States would.take would be directed 
solely against the dictator. 


DEMAND LODGE SUBSTITUTE. 

Even this modification failed to satisfy 
Republicans and some of the Democrats 
in the senate. 

They wanted the resolution to deal with 
the general situation in Mexico, and they 
announced their purpose to support a sub- 
stitute drafted and presented by Senator 
Lodge of Massachusetts. 

It was apparent that nothing was to 
be gained by discussion this morning. 
Thereupon a recess was taken until noon 
today. 

This means that the joint resolution can- 
not possibly become a law until this after- 
noon, and possibly not until tomorrow. 

No action was taken by the senate on a 
bill to appropriate $50,000,000 to be ex- 
pended by the president. It was intro- 
duced by Senator Chamberlain, chairman 
of the military affairs committee, to which 
it had been referred.

If this should be true, they ask, why, 
then, should the United States interfere 
at all. 

While acquiescing in the right and pow- 
er of the United States to do what it wills 
with reference to Mexico, foreign nations 
may be expected to guard jealously their 
own interests. They have a large trade 
with the southern republic. War will de- 
etroy it for a time. They likewise have 
immense property interests in the country 
and a large number of nationals proceed- 
ing about their business. 

As far as possible the United States will 
be depended upon to protect these na- 
tionals and their interests. 


DEMAND PEACE AND ORDER. 

What foreign nations want is peace and 
order in Mexico. 

The quicker these conditions should be 
established the better for all concerned. 

But they look with some dismay upon 
the president’s program, which key fear 
will only lead to continued strife. 

Moreover, Great Britain does not like 
the idea of recognizing a government which 
shall have as one of its bulwarks Villa, 
charged with the murder of .the English 
ranchmen Benton. 

Spain objects to the recognition of such 
a government when its leaders have been 
guilty of expelling Spaniards and appro- 
priating their property. 

EXPRESS SOME DISBELIEF. 

Naturally, there is some feeling in con- 
sequence against the attitude of the United 
States as defined by the president. He is 
regarded as having placed all the forces of 
this government behind men who are as 
bad, if not worse, than Huerta. 

Moreover, in diplomatic circles there is a 
polite raising of the brows over the sug- 
gestion of the president that once the people 
of Mexico have their own government, the 
United States will cease its intervention. 

Ambassadors and ministers of some of 
the powers frankly disbelieve this p- mise. 
They are deeply interested in the fact 
that the congressional resolution makes 
no reference to the subject.

Address Which Was Read by President Wilson 
in Asking Support of Congress for Action. 


RESIDENT WILSON laid the Mexican 
situation before congress today in 
these words: 

„Gentlemen of the congress: It 13 

my duty to call your attention to a 
situation which has arigen in our dealings 
with Gen. Victoriano Huerta at Mexico City, 
which calls for action, and to ask your ad- 
vice and codperation in acting upon it. 

On the 9th of April 4 paymaster of the 
U. S. S. Dolphin landed at the Iturbide bridge 
landing at Tampico, with a whaleboat and 
boat’s crew, to take off certain supplies 
needed by his ship, and while engaged in 
loading the boat was arrested by an officer 
and squad of men of the army of Gen, 
Huerta. 

Neither the paymaster nor any one of the 
boat’s crew was armed, Two of the men 
were in the boat when the arrest took place 
and were obliged to leave it and submit to 
be taken into custody, netwithstanding the 
fact that.the boat carried, both at its bow 
and at its stern, the flag of the United States. 

“The officer who made the arrest was 
proceeding up one of the streets of the town 
with his prisoners when met by an officer of 
higher authority, who ordered him to re- 
turn to the landing and await orders, and 
within an hour and a half from the time of 
the arrest orders were received from the 
commanc: of the Huertista forces at 
Tampico for the release of the paymaster 
and his men. 

“The release was followed by apologies 
from the commander and later by an expres- 
sion of regret by Gen. Huerta himself. 

“Gen. Huerta urged that martial law ob- 
tained at the time at Tampico; that orders 
had been issued that no one sbould be al- 
lowed to land at the Iturbide bridge; and 
that our sailors had no right to land there. 
Our naval commanders at the port had not 
been notified of any such prohibition, and, 
even if they had been, the only justifiable 
course open to the local authorities would 
have been to request the paymaster and his 
crew to withdraw, and to lodge a protest 


‘with the commanding officer of the fleet.

„% Rear Admiral Mayo regarded the arrest 
as so serious an affront that he was not satis- 
fied with the apologies offered, but demanded 
that the flag of the United States be saluted 
with special ceremony by the military com- 
mander of the port. 

“The incident cannot be regarded as a 
trivial one, especially as two of the men ar- 
rested were taken from the boat itself— 
that is to say, from the territory of the 
United States; but had it stood by itself it 
might have been attributed to the ignorance 
or arrogance of a single officer, 


* Unfortunately it was not an isolated case. 
A series of incidents have recently occurred 
which cannot but create the impression that 
the representatives of Gen. Huerta were 
willing to go out of their way to show dis- 
regard for the dignity and rights of this gov- 
ernment and felt perfectly safe in doing 
what they pleased, making free to show. in 
many ways their irritation and contempt.

“ A few days after the incident at Tampico 
an orderly from the U. S. S. Minnesota was 
arrested at Vera Cruz while ashore in uni- 
form to obtain the ship's mail and was fora 
time thrown into jail. 

„An official dispatch from this government 
to its embassy at Mexico City was withheld 
by the authorities of the telegraphic service 
until peremptorily demanded by our chargé 
d'affaires in person. 

80 far as I can learn, such wrongs and 
annoyances have been suffered only to occur 
against representatives of the United States. 
I have heard of no complaints from other 
governinents of similar treatment.

“Subsequent explanations and formal 
apologies did not and could not alter the 
popular impression, which it is pessibie it had 
been the object of the Huertista authorities 
te create, that the government of the United 
States was being singled out, and might be 
singled out with impunity, for slights and 
affronts in retaliation for its refusal to recog- 
nize the pretensions of Gen. Huerta to be 
regarded as the constitutional provisional 
president of the republic of Mexico. 

The manifest danger of such a situation 
was that such offenses might grow from bad 
to worse until something happened of so 
gross and intolerable a sort as to lead direct- 
ly and inevitably to armed conflict. 

“It was necessary that the apologies of 
Gen. Huerta and his representatives should 
go much further, that they should be such 
as to attract the attention of the whole pop- 
ulation to their significance, and such as to 
impress upon Gen. Huerta himself the neces- 
sity of seeing to it that no further occasion 
for explanations and professed regrets should 
arise. 

„I, therefore, felt it my duty to sustain 
Rear Admiral Mayo in the whole of his de- 
mand and to insist that the flag of the United 
States should be saluted in such a way as to 
indicate a new spirit and attitude on the part 
of the Huertistas. 

Such a salute Gen. Huerta has refused, 
and I have come to ask your approval and 
support in the course I now purpose to pur- 
sue. 

“This government can, I earnestly hope, 


in no circumstances be forced into war with 
the people of Mexico. Mexico is torn by civil 
strife. If we are to accept the tests of its 
own constitution, it has no government. Gen. 
Huerta has set his power up in the city of 
Mexico, such as it is, without right and by 
methods for which there can be no justifica- 
tion. Only part of the country is under his 
control.

“If armed conflict should unhappily come 
as a result of his attitude of personal re- 
sentment towards this government, we 
should be fighting only Gen. Huerta and 
those who adhere to him and give him their 
support, and our object would be only to re- 
store to the people of the distracted republic 
the opportunity to set up again their own 
laws and their own government. 

But I earnestly hope that war is not now 


in question. I believe that I speak for the 


American people when I say that we do not 
desire to control in any degree the affairs of 
our sister republic. Our feeling for the peo- 
ple of Mexico is one of deep and genuine 
friendship, and everything that we have so 
far done or refrained from doing has pro- 
ceeded from our desire to help them, not to 
hinder or embarrass them. : 

“We would not wish even to exercise the 
good offices of friendship without their wel- 
come and consent. The people of Mexico are 
entitled to settle their own domestic affairs 
in thelr own way, and we sincerely desire to 
respect their right. The present situation 
need have none of the grave complications of 
interference if we deal with it promptly, 
firmly, and wisely.

No doubt I could do what is necessary in 
the circumstances to enforce respect for our 
government without recourse to the con- 
gress and yet not exceed my constitutional 
powers as president; but I do not wish to act 
in a matter possibly of so grave consequence 
except in close conference and codperation 
with both the senate and house. I, there- 
fore, come to ask your approval that! should 
use the armed forces of the United States in 
such ways and to such an extent as may be 
necessary to obtain from Gen. Huerta and 
his adherents the fullest recognition of the 
rights and dignity of the United States, even 
amidst the distressing conditions now un- 
happily obtaining in Mexico. 

“There can, in what we do, be no thought 
of aggression or of selfish aggrandizement. 
We seek to maintain the dignity and author- 
ity of the United States only because we 
wish always to keep our great influence un- 
impaired for the uses of liberty, both in the 
United States and wherever else it may be 
‘employed for the benefit of mankind.“

FORECAST FOREIGN VIEW.

Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Special.}— 
The proposal of President Wilson that he be 
permitted to deal with Gen. Huerta, the indi- 
vidual, and with his immediate followers, 
aroused a storm of criticism in diplomatic 
and congressional circles. 

The spectacle of the entire United States 
navy and all the troops available making 
war on one man did not appeal to many of 
the ablest statesmen in congress, and was 
treated with ridicule in diplomatic circles. 

Congressmen objected on the ground that 
there was ne precedent for anything of the 
kind in the history of the United States, 
while diplomats asserted that the effect 
would be to make Huerta the patriot of his 
country. They further pointed out that the 
effect of the president o address was to make 
the United States the ally of the constitu- 
tionalists. |. 

One of the handicaps under which Gen. 
Carranza has been laboring is the support of 
this country, valuable as it has been. Huerta, 
on the other hand, has capitallzed the anti- 
American sentiment. 


Diplomats Doubt Wilson’s Policy. 

The president had hoped by deciaring 
Huerta an outlaw and using the armed 
forces of the United States as a police power 
to expel him from office to secure the one 
end he has had in view—the elimination of 
the dictator from the situation. Diplomats 
do not believe this will be possible without 
the invasion of Mexico by the United States. 

“It has become apparent.“ observed a 
diplomat tonight, that the sole purpose of 

President Wilson’s policy from the be- 
ginning has been to oust Huerta from of- 
fice. The question of peace in Mexico and 
the protection of foreigners and their inter- 
ests in that country seems to have been a 
secondary consideration. 

We have been amazed at what has been 
done, and we are amazed at what has been 
proposed. In one breath the president says 
that Huerta is outside the pale of considera- 
tion, that he is not the head of a govern- 
ment and will not be recognized as such, 
and in the next he refers to demands made 
upon Huerta to salute the American flag. 


Raise Question of Responsibility. 

“If Huerta were a mere individual, as he 
now proposes to treat him, why was he con- 
sulted after the Tampico incident occurred? 
Why should he be asked to salute your flag? 


Can an individual insult a nation? Surely | 


Huerta had nothing to do with the Tampico 
affair unless there was recognition of his 
power and authority.“ 

A search of the precedents of Europe, as 
well as the new world, disclosed but one case 
which is on all fours with the policy pro- 
posed by President Wilson. The German 
government inaugurated war against Ma- 
lietoa Laupepa, who claimed to be king of 
Samoa, and had been so appointed in 1881. 
The Germans determined to eliminate Ma- 
Hetoa, and while they succeeded for a time, 
the savage made his presence felt after his 
return from exile. 

President Wilson proposes to use the land 
and naval forces of the United States, if 
necessary, to eliminate Huerta. At the same 
time, he says he earnestly hopes war is not 
now in question. Diplomats ask how can he 
use the land and naval forces without mak- 
ing war? To establish a pacific blockade 


would be in contravention of the policy de- 


clared by the United States in the case of 
Venezuela and in that of Crete, while to 
establish a belligerent blockade would be an 
act of war. 

Foreign nations would not recognize a 
blockade of Huerta. Such recognition would 
be accorded only to a blockade of territory 
which he controls.

These will swell the tonnage in the 
Gulf of Mexico-to a total of 232,407, will bring 
up the batteries of guns, big and small, toa 
force of 433, and give a fighting personnel 
aboard the ships of fully 13,700. 

On the west coast there is moving south- 
ward a squadron composed of four cruisers, 
five destroyers, one transport, one coliier, and 
a fleet tender.

there will be an array of guns of all kinds 
amounting to 258 pieces, and the officers and 
crew, together with marines, will number 
nearly 5,100.

This is an overwhelming showing when 
compared with Mexico’s fourteen small 
craft, aggregating less than 9,000 tons, anda 
total armament of forty modest rapid fire 
weapons. The contrast becomes even more 
marked when it is realized that the United 
States has held in reserve on the Atlantic 
coast ten other battleships, with a com- 
bined displacement of 193,844 tons, carrying 
271 formidable weapons and mustering some- 
thing like 10,000 more men. 

Logically, the first objectives of the fleet 
in case of action against Mexico would be 
Vera Cruz and Tampico, but the purpose, 
undoubtedly, would resolve itself into block- 
ading both coasts of Mexico, 

— 

This would be part of a program which 
would involve seizing every Mexican cus- 
tom house in order to gain possession of 
the enemy’s financial throttle. The quickest 
way to bring the Mexican government to a 
realization of its mistake would be to choke 
all channels of external supplies, 

This would not be an easy task, because 
there is a fairly good stretch of shore line 
on both the east and the west coast, and 
then there is the border we cannot watch, 
which constitutes the boundary along Brit- 
ish Honduras and Guatemala. 

Dreadnoughts are not adapted to work of 
this sort. A battleship blockader is an ex- 
pensive piece of military machinery, and, 
worse than that, it means exposing just so 
many more men to the risks of accident and 
the perils of disease. The Mexicans know 
this. Indeed, it is only necessary to recall 
some of the conditions under which the 
American ships operated in the gulf and on 
the Pacific coast during the Mexican war te 
understand what would have to be faced to- 
day in case of hostilities, 


— 
Some of these conditions have been altered 
by modern developments, but still the phy- 
sical circumstances of the gulf coast of Mex- 
ico remain unchanged, The waters near the 
shore are frequently dotted with coral reefs, 
the available harbors for large ships are few 
and far between, and there !s still the menace 
of violent storms, while the risk of fevers 
must be reckoned with despite the march of 
medical science and the sanitation and hy- 
gienic precautions common to all American 
fighting craft. 


| — 

Small vessels would be et a premium. 
Take, for instance, the port of Tampico. The 
city of Tampico lies in “rom the coast on the 
Panuco river, a du<ance by the waterway of 
about seven miles from the entrance be- 
tween the breakwaters. The depth of water 
available via this route probably does not 
exceed twenty feet. At least, any navigator 
would be taking his chances ff he needed 
and counted upon more, Accordingly, it is 
out of the question for any of the big ships 
to put themselves immediately before the 
town. 


The Mexican fleet is composed of the fol- 


co. At present the American 
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to Tampico is not more than six miles, and 
just beyond this there is plenty of water 
for the heaviest dreadnoughts. From posi- 
tions there, in the broad sweep of the open 
gulf, battleships could readily bombard the 
city with their bie*gune, and as the land lies 
this would be fairly easy.

But even #0, remember that the hatfle 
giants must stay in the offing, and, if theirs is 
to be the work of halting. blockade runners, 
they must be ever on the go or ready to move. | 
Service of this sort is a continual drain upon 
the fuel tanks or the coal bunkers, and there 
is Hkewise a steady tax upon the nerves and 
physique of the men. 
The craft that would try to run in through 
the blockade would of necessity be of moder- 
ate draught, with considerable speed, and 
able to hug the coast closely se that they 
could sneak by under cover of night or 
through the protecting screen of fog or rain. 
Thus it will be seen how unfitted the dread- 
nought or the big armored cruiser is for work 
in this particular region, and it is quite clear 
that it would be necessary to count much 
upon the activities of the smaller craft, prin- 
cipally upon the little gunboats and the 
speedy torpedo boat destroyers. These are 
the vessels that may yet have to take the 
measure of the Mexican fighting craft.

So far as being within easier reach of the 
guns of the American fleet, Vera Cruz is 
more exposed than Tampico, because the 
city lies immediately upon the coast and not 
baek and up the river. Its harbor would be 
no harbor at all but for encircling coral reefs, 
which help in a measure to break the full 
force of the seas that sweep in before a 
norther from the Gulf of Campeche. The 
entrance to the harbor is none too wide. To 
blockade Vera Cruz would be a far more 
troublesome undertaking than that of bat- 
tering down its fortifications.

RED CROSS HAS FORCE READY. 


Miss Boardman ‘Says 4,500 Nurses 
Are Enrolled for Service if They 
Are Needed. 


Washington, D. C., April 20—The Amer- 
ican Red Cross has 4,500 nurses enrolled and 
ready for service with the forces in Mex- 
ico, according to a statement today by Miss 
Mabel T. Boardman. 

Miss Boardman said that one of the first 
moves in ease of war would be the estab- 
lishment of reserve hospitals for sick and 
wounded on the gulf, Atlantic, and Pacific 
coasts. Hospital ships for the army and 
navy also are contemplated. 

The Red Cross expects to appeal to cham- 
bers of commerce and civic organizations 
for support of its hospitals and ships. 
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Consul in Chicago 
Hopeful for Peace. 


Augustin Pina, Mexican consul in Chicago, 
believes war between the United States and 
Mexico yet will be averted. He was inter- 
viewed after congress had acted favorably 
on President Wilson's requests. 

“The United States,“ he said. is too 
great a country to do anything that is not 
based on justice, and I am confident a way 
will be found to avoid complications with 
Mexico. 

The strength of your navy in Mexican 
waters is so great that if their guns were 


fired on Tampico the city would disappear. 

“The people of Mexico do not want war, 
| but it is natural to suppose that in the event

PROTEST MADE BY MADDEN. 

“TI have always believed,” said Repre- 
sentative Madden of Illinois, that noth- 
ing less than a nation could provoke an- 
other nation to war.

“We have no cause for war. I would 
go as far as any man to preserve the honor 
of the nation, but I am not prepared to 
justify war Sor any such trivial cause as 
this.“

sentative Bryan of Washington, sp aking 
for the measure. 

Representative Gardner of Massachu- 
setts, Republican, said he was willing to 
vote the president full support in the u- 
ture, but was not willing to subscribe to 
the president’s position in the Tampico 
incident.

MADDEN CLOSES OPPOSITION. 
Closing debate against the resolution, 
Minority Leader Mann declared that he 
was opposed to war because he had 
“served in this house through one war.” 

1 have seen the results of the Span- 
ish war,” he said, and I have seen that 
no one can foretell the results of war. I 
do not believe it is possible for us to 
have war with Mexico and ever leave 
Mexico. I think that when our troops 
land in Mexico City when the war is over 
we will own Mexico. 

“T am not now in favor of acquiring 
the responsibility for that ownership. I 
know that when the time comes I will 
join with a majority in this house who 
will say that the flag thust never come 
down.”

was to have a fair opportunity for debate on 
the resolution after the adoption of the rule. 

Representative Campbell of Kansas, Re- 
publican, opened the opposition to the rule, 
declaring its purpose was to make in order 
a resolution which is a declaration of war.“ 


Time to End Outrages. 

Representative Pou of North Carolina, 
Democrat, supported the rule, declaring 
„the time has come to put an end to these 
outrages in Mexico.“ 

Progressive support for the resolution was 
pledged by Progressive Leader Murdock. 

This resolution needs one thing more than 
anything else,“ he said. That is the unan- 
imous vote of the congress of the United 
States. When my country’s dignity is in 
question I have but one rule. That is: Fol- 
low the flag. This resolution will do one 
thing that should be done. It will send 
around the world the word that our flag 
must be respected. I am tired of ‘ watchful 
waiting’ and I welcome the president's de- 
cision to end that policy.” 

Representative Foster of Illinois made a 
brief speech supporting the resolution and 
the rule. 


Mann Opposes Wilson Policy. 

Republican Leader Mann spoke vigorously 
against the president's policy. 

If the incidents which the president has 
related to us had occurred with England, 
Germany, France, or any other great na- 
tion,“ he declared. we would not have such 
a resolution pending here now. But we think 
that because Mexico is weak, we have the 
moral right to declare a war against it with 
hopes of success. I would not declare war 
against Mexico for something for which 1 
would not declare war against England or 
France.” 

Mr. Mann said the president was issuing 
orders to congress. 

“This is a declaration of war,“ he said. 
“This is a declaration that the United 
States is the helpful ally of the murderous 
crew in northern Mexico who are murdering 
men and outraging women.“ 


Case of Personal Resentment. 

He insisted that it was purely a case of 
personal resentment of the president of the 
United States because he did not like Huerta. 

“I don’t condone the methods by which 
Huerta secured the high position he now 
holds, the Republican leader continued, 
“nor do I believe in a declaration of war 
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against him because President Wilson does 
not happen to like him. 

We owe more than a salute from Huerta 
to the American flag. We owe it to make 
the flag stand for right, and justice, and 
peace.”’ 

Underwood Closes the Debate. 


Representative Underwood closed the de- 


bate in support of the rule. As he took the 
floor the Democrats cheered. 

“This resolution,“ he said, may mean 
war—it may mean peace. Let us hope that 
the ultimate result of the passage of this 
resolution will be peace and good order in 
the republic of Mexico and the establish- 
ment of friendly relations between the two 
governments. 

But whether it means peace or war, 
there are times when honor must be main- 
tained at whatever cost. You are facing 
that condition today. No one can say our 
government has not treated Mexico with pa- 
tience and consideration. We have let mat- 
ters go further in Mexico than if we were in 
a controversy with one of the great nations 
of the world. 

War never comes from any one incident, 
and never has. For more than a year we 
have been facing a reign of disorder and tur- 
moil in Mexico with great patience. We 
have endeavored to allow Mexico to work 
out a problem of peace and of government. 


Cites Dishonor of Flag. 

“We have hoped from day to day that a 
peaceful settlement might have been reached. 
But peace never comes to acoward. Peace 
never comes to a country that fails to protect 
its citizens or to enforce respect for its flag. 

„Our flag has been dishonored in a foreign 
land. The president of the United States 
comes here today. He has not asked you to 
declare war, but asks you to sustain him in 
requiring a decent respect for your flag and 
an honorable consideration for the rights 
of your government.” 

Mr. Underwood deprecated the position 
taken by Representative Mann and recalled 
how the Democrats in congress supported 
the Spanish war resolution of the McKinley 
administration. 

The rule was adopted by a viva voce vote, 
with a rolling chorus of ayes ’’ overwhelm- 
ing a few scattered “ noes.“

BARLY WAR TAX 
MAY BE LEVIED 


Possibility That Funds on 
Hand Will Be Needed for 
Money Stringency. 


OLD SCHEDULE LIKELY. 


That Prevalent During the Con- 
flict with Spain Will Be 
Revived. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., April 20.—[Special.]—In 
the event that war with Mexico should pro- 
duce a financial stringency the administra- 
tion will be confronted with unusual diffi- 
culty in financing the operations of the 
army and navy. 

It developed today that the funds that 
would be required for the expense of the 
initial stage of a war with Mexico may be 
needed to relieve tightness in the money 
market. In that event it would be necessary 
to impose special war taxes earlier than 
otherwise would be the case. | 

The plan under consideration by the lead- 
ers in congress is to appropriate $50,000,000 
of the surplus in the treasury for use by 
the president if an invasion of Mexico should 
be ordered. This is the amount of the initial 
appropriation made on the eve of the war 
with Spain. There now is nearly 500, 000, C00 
in the general fund of the treasury. As not 
more than $30,000,000 is required as a Work- 
ing balance for the ordinary daily needs of 
the government, there is a surplus of #€0,- 
000,000 from which the war appropriation 
could be made. 


McAdoo to Investigate. 

Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo will in- 
vestigate conditions carefully to see if there 
is any danger of a contracting of credit 
If he discovers 
such danger he will proceed at once to 
check it. 

The Democratic leaders are averse to vot- 
ing war taxes except as a last resort. 

The appropriations committe erbt the house 
and senate gave some attention to the mat- 
ter today. It was decided, however, that the 
matter of a war appropriation should not be 
taken up formally, unless there should be an 
invasion of Mexico.

There are a good many men 
in congress who think that Huerta has gone 
as far ss he could in respect to making 
amends, and that Rear Admiral Mayo ought 
to have been called back and cashiered ’ for 
having exceeded his authority.“ 

President Wilson’s message showed an 
unnatural hatred of Huerta.“ Representative 
Fred Britten said, „ and his desire to dis- 
credit him.

CROWDS AT EXHIBITION. 


“Suffering” and “Dying” Relieved in 
Record Time. 


The senior nurses of the Illinois Training 
school gave an exhibition yesterday of the 
Red Cross drill in the amphitheater of the 
county hospital. The occasion was the an- 
nual demonstration of nursing technique 
and attracted visiting nurses from fifteen in- 
stitutions in Ohio, Michigan, Illinois, Iowa, 
and Wisconsin. Julius Rosenwald spent an 
hour watching the exhibition. 

The first soldier suffered a broken leg. 
Two nurses, Miss Christine Kaplan and Miss 
Elizabeth Lyon, found him. Miss Lyon 
opened up her Red Cross packet, while Miss 
Kaplan took off the boy’s coat. With the 
coat, a couple of handkerchiefs, and two 
splints the nurses cared for the broken leg. 
In jig time they had made a stretcher with 
an overcoat and two poles and carried the 
youngster off the ‘‘ battlefield.” 


Use Four Hand Seat.” 

The next stunt was the hurrying away ofa 
patient on a four hand seat by the same 
two nurses. 

Miss Amelia Arpp gave an exhibition on the 
proper way to carry a patient with “‘a wound 
of the right side of the temple and a fracture 
of the right collar bone.“ 

The audience, which filled every seat, ap- 
plauded freely. But the climax was reached 
when four nurses got busy with one patient. 
He lay flat upon the floor. He was supposed 
to have a simple fracture of the right arm 
and a crushed left foot. The patient was 
supposed to be unconscious from the in- 
tense pain of a severe hemorrhage.

The Mexican government, believing the 
salute in question was of no importance, un- 
less previously and formally agreed upon 
by both parties, proposed the signing of a 
protocol and the minister of foreign affairs 
presented last night a draft of such proto- 
col to the American chargé d'affaires, Nelson 
O'Shaughnessy. 

“ O'Shaughnessy answered that he must 
consult his government; that he would ad- 
vise the minister of the nature of this answer 
and he later communicated to the minister 
the fact that his government did not ac- 
cept the idea of a signature of any protocol 
whatever, but wanted an unconditional sa- 
lute of the American flag. 

“This the Mexican government refused, 
feeling it had done all possible, in view of 
the friendly understanding between the two 
governments, and believing the acceptance 
of such an imposition would be equivalent 
to yielding by Mexico to humiliation.

Before nightfall about a dozen voiunteer 
companies had sprung up. A call to arms

Many of those who swarmed to the recruit- 
ing stations were tattered, unkempt denizens 
of the kdging houses. Nearly 200 of these 
men called at the stations before 10 o’clock 
in the morning and most of them were turned 
away. One of the applicants was John 
Fiacher, employed by Hart, Shaffner & Marx 
as a timekeeper. He had seen twenty-two 
‘years of service and wanted more. A French- 
man who applied said he possessed a title 
and a monoplane and was willing to use both 
for Uncle Sam. He was told to return with 
his monoplane.

Thousands of these mothers in Chicago are 
totally detached from friends or relatives 
who might look after the children in the 
mother’s absence. The infants of such 
unfortunate women do not fare well at any 
time, They fare especially badly in the 
summer, when the tenement house often 
becomes a den of pestilence, | 

To these children of the poorest poor the 
Infant Welfare society comes with a rescu- 
ing hand. It tides them over the critical 
period in their existence the first and sec- 
ond summer. The emissaries of the society 
often literally wrest such unfortunate ba- 
bies from the clutches of death. The appeal 
made by this society for funds with which 
to increase its staff of nurses.and, conse- 
quently, its efficiency is deserving of a gen- | 
erous response from Chicago's millions of 


citizens.

is left motherless society should take no- 
tice that a disaster of no little magnitude 
has occurred, since the foundations of society 
rest upon the slender shoulders of the new 
born babes of each generation. 

The mother is particularly the physiological 
guardian, while the facher ia the financial 
guardian, but upon both rests the respon- 
sibility of moral guardianship. From this 
responsibility neither should be relieved and 
through it their special duties become inter ; 
related. ' 

How shall we care for the motherless 
babes? First, there is prevention—that pro- 
verbial ounce. Through more painstaking 
study and aitention to expectant mothers the 
number of such babes will be lessened. We 
rely too strongly on the process of child 
bearing as being always a natural process. 
It should be natural, but through ages of 
error the fate of the mother is often in great 
jeopardy at the moment when she is about 
to consummate her hihgest function of wom- 
anhood, and every now and then a mother 
is lost through complication that should have 
been avoided by proper medical care. 

Methods of safeguarding maternal life 
have advanced greatly through the science 
of medicime in the last 100 years, but we 
have far too many deaths because the safe~- 
SuaiGs are ignored. ‘Lo prevent an increase 
of the motherless the civic welfare spirit 
must look to the more liberal endowment of 


| Maternities. When they approach more 
| nearly the equipment of the surgical hos- 


pitals they will possess the dignity they de- 
serve and the efficiency that the community 
so much needs. They should represent con- 
servation of motherhood, schools for mother- 
craft, and rgeords for eugenic study, 

The next step for community safety is the 
reframing of our laws for compelling father- 
hood in jts financial and moral responaibil- 
ity. When the mother is morally unfit the 


| State has another grave responsibility. The 


babe is ethically or socially motherless and 
readjustment is needed. Children of such as 
these if taken in infancy, it has been proven, 
and carefully directed turn out 90 per cent 
good, while if left to the immoral training 
ao mother turn out almost 100 per cent 

The treatment of the motherless babe is, if 
possible, to find a substitute mother. Bottle 
feeding if skillful makes a fair substitute for 
natural feeding, but the moral and financial 
support through the years of development 
of the young is not so easily obtained. The 
child is safest in a well regulated home. And 
the godd homes that are childleas are grow- 
ing all too numerous. The shifting of the 
motherless into the homes of the childless 
has become an activity of some dimension. 
The herding of orphans in asylums has not 
been a satisfactory treatment to the thought- 
ful social worker who knows the need of in- 
dividyal treatment of the child. Orphan 
asylums should be only tolerated for tem- 
porary care of the motherless or for selected 
cases.

* the West Side Jewish Aid dispensary, 
situated in the midst of the thickly populated 
Ghetto, among a poorly nourished and uned- 
ucated adult population, we are instilling 
these rules and getting results. 

The new mother is visited in her home by 
one of our social service nurses, assigned 
‘especially to infant welfare work, and shown 
how to bathe, dress, and nurse her infant. 
We bathe our infants daily, dress them light- 
ly, and have them nursed at four hour in- 
tervals. We insist that mother and child 
sleep in separate beds and that a window of 
the bedroom be open constantly. 

As soon as she is able, the mother visits 
our infant welfare clinic at the dispensary. 


Here she is instructed again, this time by a 


physician, in the care of her infant. The 
child is stripped, examined thoroughly. and 
a record made of its condition, At the end of 
a month, sooner if the mother seems dull or 
the child below normal, we have them return 


and the process is repeated. 
Meanwhile our nurse again visits the home 


to find out how well the mother has applied 


our teachings. We insist that every mother 
nurse her child, and where the family is too 
poor to buy milk, we supply a quart daily for 
the nursing mother’s use. When the babyis 
3 months old we discontinue nursing be- 
tween 10 p. m. and 6 a.m. At this time we 
advise, if the child is doing well, the replace- 
ment of the 4 p. m. nursing by a bottle of 
milk mixture. We use a simple mixture and 
instruct the mother in its preparation, both 
at the clinical conference and in the home. 
Our usual beginning mixture is equal parts 
of whole boiled milk and water with a tea- 
spoonful of some form of sugar. The amount 
of milk is dependent on the weight of the baby 
and is increased as the child gains. 

At 6 months of age we begin additional 
foods—orange juice and soups first, dry toast 
and cereals next, and the colored vegetables 
by the time the child is 9 months old. 

When it is 10 months old, if in cool weather, 
it is weaned. If this age is reached during 
the hot weather it is nursed longer. The 
breast fed as well as the bottle nourished in- 
fant is put on a mixed diet before it is 9 
months old.

NTIL now the judicial committee of 
the privy council has been popularly 
regarded as the highest tribunal of 
the British empire—higher even than 
the house of lords. In a remarkable 
decision just given by the committee in ques- 
tion, in the case of the appeal of Channing 
Arnold, the Anglo-American editor of the 
Burmah Critic, from a conviction of defama- 
tion of character by the chief court of Lower 
Burmah, this general view is repudiated. 
The committee disclaims the idea of being 
a tribunal. It is merely a committee of ad- 
vice for the sovereign. The sovereign de- 
clines to intervene in the courts of justice 
that administer the law in his name, unless 
it can be shown that there has been such an 
interference with the elementary rights of 
the accused as to have placed him outside 
of the pale of regular law, or if there has 
bean a violation of the natural principles of 
justice, so demonstratively manifest as to 
comvince the crown that the appellant has 
pot had a fair trial. 
— 
The sovereign, to whom every one of his 


near 400,000,000 subjects, both in the United 


Kingdom and in his oversea dependencies, 
has the right to appeal from the supreme 
courts as a last and final resort, does not 
enter into the question of guilt or innocence, 
but only as to whether there has been a fair 
trial, such as every citizen, no matter how 
humble, is entitled to. That is the only basis 
on which the final and ultimate appeal to the 
throne can be made, : 

The judicial committee of the privy council, 
on which the colonial end Indian judiciary 
are represented, is there merely for the ob 
ject of advising the sovereign in such mat- 
ters, as to whether there is any ground or 
not for interference by the crown. Thus, in 
the appeal of Channing Arnold from the 
gupreme courts of India to the throne, the 
lords of the judicial committee of the privy 
council “‘ humbly advised the king that the 
appellant had had a fair trial by jury and 
that there was no reason for the sovereign 
to interfere. They did not enter into the 
question. as to weether Channing Arnold was 
guilty or innocent of the criminal libel im- 
puted to him. 

— 

In making this report to the sovereign, the 
lords of the judicial committee of the privy 
council have the following to say concerning 
the privilege of the press, which is worthy of 
being noted: | 

Their lordships regret to find thet there 

appears on one side of this cage the time- 
worn fallacy, that some kind of privilege at- 
taches to the profession of the press, as dia- 
tinguished from the members of the public. 
The freedom of the journalist te an ordinery 
part of the freedom of the subject, and to 
whatever lengths the subject in general may 
go, 60 also may the journalist. But his priv- 
{lege is no other and no higher. 
, «fT responsibilities which attach to his 
ter may, and in the case of a conscientious 
journalist do, make him mwre careful. But 
the range of his assertions, of his criticisms, 
or of his comments, is as wide as but no 
wider than that of any other subject. No 
privilege attaches to his position.“

With regard to Channing Arnold, he is 4 
son of the late Sir Edwin Arnold, author of 
“The Light of Asia,"’ by his second wile, 
Frances Channing of Boston, daughter of 
the Rev. William Henry Channing of that 
city, Channing Arnold is, therefore, a 
nephew of Lord Channing, the only Amer- 
iean-born citizen who has ever been created 
a British peer of the realm—of course, after 
being duly naturalized as an Englishman. 

Channing Arnold is editor of an English 
newspaper at Rangoon, in Burmah. He 
callen attention in 1912 to the acquittal of 
an English planter in Lower Burmah, who 
was charged with kidnaping and maltreating 
a native girl of tender years. Channing Ar- 
nold vigorously criticised in his paper the 
acquittal of the planter and the conduct of 
the magistrate by whom the man was tried, 
denouncing it as ‘“‘a mockery of British 
justice.“ 

The magistrate brought a sult for defama- 
tion of character against Arnold at Ran- 
goon, where he was sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment. Arnold, after serving four 
months in jail at Rangoon, was released by 
a peremptory order of the viceroy of India; 
and after having endeavored in vain to ob · 
tain from the highest courts in India 3 
quashing of the verdict against him. carried 
his appeal to the foot of the throne, the heavy 
costs of all these appeals being defrayed by 
Englishmen and natives, by Christians, Mos. 
lems, and Buddhists in Burmah, in token of 
their sympathy with him.

WHY WOODLAWN IS DARK. 

Chicago, April 13.— [To the Friend of 
the People.)—Over a year ago Mr. Pal- 
mer answered me through the Friend of 
the People department, to the effect that 
arc lamps would be installed in Woodlawn 
June 15, 1913. 

The poles in this territory were in- 
stalled over two yearg ago, work being 
pushed nights, days, and Sundays, with 
the thermometer below zero. About a 
year later wires were stretched on the 
poles and, since that time, there has been 
an occasional sign of life by either paint- 
ing a few poles or changing a few wires, 
but, despite the efforts of the Woodlawn 
Business Men’s association and all other 
efforts, there seems to be a pull or a drag 
somewhere that is blocking this improve- 
ment, although we note the eity is con- 
tracting with the drainage board for ad- 
ditional lights in other parts of Chicago. 

One SEEKING LIGHT. 

The delay in the installation of these lights has 
been due to a succession of unforeseen conditions. 
When Sixty-sixth street was made a boulevard 
under the jurisdiction of ,the South park commis- 
sioners it was found necessary to entirely replan 
the circuits feeding lamps in the territory through 
which this boulevard runs, so that expensive un- 
derground street crossings at Sixty-sixth boule- 
vard would be avoided. 

Recent developments in the construction of 
„nitrogen filled tungsten lamps have been con- 
Aldered to be of sufficient importance by the engi- 
neering committee of the sanitary district to war- 
rant the withholding of orders for additional are 
lamps for installation in this and other parts of the 
city. 

All plans for this district were sent to the sant 
tary distriet during June, 1913, but due to the above 
reasons the work has not been completed, The con- 
tract with the sanitary district was so drawn that 
this department cannot require work to be done in a 
specific locality within a stated time, and we must 
rely upon their statements as to when work will 
be completed. 

It is my understanding that this work can be com- 
pleted within forty-five days, but I would respect- 
fully refer you to the ganitary district for exact in- 


formation as to the date of compietion.

Admirable Trio Playing 
and a Worthy New Sonata. 


HE Beethoven trio—Miss Jeannette Louden, 
piano; Otte Roehrborn, violin, and Carl

The Beethoven trio, 
Op. 97, is one of the great things in the lit- 
erature, and as these artists gave ft it is to be 
recorded one of the most satisfying moments of 
the season.

Melt the 
butter in this pan and when hot pour in the 
egg mixture. Stir over a brisk fire with a fork 
until the eggs begin to set, then roll toward 
the side of the pan op osite the handle and 
give i e shape of an Wal cushion. Allow it 
to ‘ake a golden brown color. Tarragon and 
sweet herbs or the flavor: of garlic may be 
omitted. A small chopped shallot may be 
added to the butter and fried a little, if liked.

SAVORY PUFF OMELET.— Beat very lightly 
the yolks of six eggs and the whites of three; 
stir into this one tablespoon of corn starch 
mixed with half a gill of cream or milk, season 
with salt and pepper, and stir in one teaspoon- 
ful of finely chopped parsley.

even years ago the official valuation of the 
surface street car lines was $61,000,000. To- 
day it is $139,000,000. Most of this $78,000,000 
increase has been used to lay tracks, build 
barns and power houses, and buy cars. One 
expert has said Chicago has the best equip- 
ment in the world. But no one is shouting 
that the service is the best on the planet. 

During this period the increase in the num- 
ber of seats provided for patrons throughout 
the entire city has been about 37 per cent. 
The gross receipts of the companies have in- 
creased about 73 per cent. Same figures, just 
turned around. . 


Squeezing In and Squeezing Out. 

Profits for 1913 (of which report was made 
recently) were higher comparatively than 
for either of the two previous yeare Also 
the dividend rate was larger. The operating 
expense did not increase as fast as the gross 
income. The result was the squeezing cut of 
higher dividends while squeezing in of more 
passengers. 

Mayor Harrison in his last annual message 
described the conditions as ‘“‘ uncomfortable,

To relieve such a situation, the city council 
on Nov. 18 last passed an ordinance providing 
for the unified operation of all of the surface 
lines.

Rush Hour Figures Given. 

The board of supervising engineers has 
compiled some official data for the alder- 
men illustrative of the meaning of a 30 per 
cent increase in surface transportation fa- 
cilities in the downtown district during rush 
hours. 

This shows the traction companies in 1907 
provided 42,969 seats to haul 61,313 persons 
out of the loop at the night rush hour. That 
was an average of 58.9 persons per car. In 
1918 the average was 66 persons per car. 

There is mo doubt. the data indicate no 
dispositiot on the part of the companies to 
increase the service materially, although 
they had added $78,000,000 to their capital 
upon which to earn dividends. 

The average citizen who climbs aboard a 
car built to seat forty-four when it already 
has 130 faces rung up might be willing to 
say that the data are more than “indicative.” 
And every night cars now go cut of the loop 
with 130 persons jammed inside. 


Prize Crowding Cited. 
From the information of an ‘“ indicative "’ 
nature, compiled by the supervising engi- 
neers, it appears the west and north side 


lines contested strenuously with the south 


side lines for prize overcrowding. The Chi- 
cago Railways company in 1907 supplied 
26,062 seats for 36,490 passengers. The av- 
erage number per car was fifty-four. In 
1912 this same company put 53, 790 persons on 
cars with only 23,472 seats. The average 
number of persons per car was, therefore, 
ninety. . 

- The Chicago City Reilway company, south 
side, supplied 16,907 seate for 24,823 pas- 
sengers in 1907; while in 1912 they actually 
decreased the number of seats. The seats 
in 1912 numbered 15,884 and the passengers 
29,430. The average per car was eighty. 


Big Improvement Possible, 

If the companies keep their promise to 
increase 30 per cent the transportation fa- 
cilities of the loop during rush hours there 
will be an average of approximately 120 
persons for each 100 seats, which is consider- 
ably better than the supervising engineers 
indicate conditions have been since 1007. 
There have been periods when there was 
an average of 212 persons for each 100 seats, 

The average of 120 persons to each 100 
seats is said to be better than in Washing- 
ton, where few rush and there is no notice- 
able rush hour. 

Three New Routes Established. 

Mr. Busby reported three new through 
routes have been established since Feb. 1. 
On this subject Mr. Busby’s letter states: 

„All State street cars were through routed, 
establishing a continuous through service 
from Seventy-ninth street on the south to 
Division and Wells streets on the north. 
The Cottage Grove avenue service and the 
West Pullman service, formerly furnished 
by the Calumet company, were consolidated, 
and direct through service from One Hun- 
dred and Nineteenth street to Randolph 
street established. Through route No. 2 was 
rerouted between Illinois street and Division 
street via Wells street, to comply with an 
ordinance previously passed.“ 


New Schedule for Summer. 

Continuing the letter says: 

“We are at work with every facility at 
our command rewriting and rearranging 
practically every time table on the entire 
system, and expect to have this work com- 
pleted and the new time tables in effect for 
the summer riding.” ,

Several months before her 
marriage to Kerting she went into business 
as a manufacturer of beautifying prepara- 
tions. Subsequently, in 1907, she married 
Kerting, her Chicago advertising manager. 

In 1911 Mrs. Kerting obtained a divorce on 
the grounds that her husband was habitually 
drunk. | | 

Kerting filed suit for alienation of affec- 
tions, claiming $25,000 damages. Walter C. 
Cunningham was cited. Eventually the case 
was settled out of court for $3,000. 


Escaped in Federal Trial. 

Several months ago the federal authorities 
instituted proceedings against her present 
husband, charging he used the mails to de- 
fraud by sending pictures of his wife to cli- 
ents, to hom it was said she was the inven- 
tor of a fat reduction process by which 
she had reduced her weight from 204 pounds 
to 134 pounds.

MACHINE GUN BROUGHT IN PLAY 


Trinidad, Colo., April 20.—A fourteen hour 
battle between striking coal miners and 


members of the Colorado National guard in | 


the Ludlow district today culminated late 
tonight in the killing of Louis Tikas, leader 
of the Greek strikers, and the destruction of 
the Ludlow tent colony by fire. 

Reports received here late tonight place 
the dead at thirteen persons, including 
eleven strikers, one soldier, and one noncom- 
batant. It also was reported that two sol- 
diers had been wounded, one seriously, and 
that more than twenty strikers were 
wounded. 


Machine Gun Sweeps Tents. 

Darkness feli with ihe battle raging 
flercer than at any time during the day. A 
muchine gun brought by the reinforcements 
was planted near the Ludlow station and the 
tents of the strikers’ colony were swept. 

Reports received shortly before 6 o'clock 
state that heavy firing still continued. All 
telephone wires are down and telegraphic 
service is limited to one railroad wire. 

Ine military force totals about 100 men and 
fully 400 armed strikers are said to be in the 
hills at the foot of Hastings and Berwind 
cafions and along the Colorado and South- 
eastern railroad tracks. 


Refuse to Carry Troops. 

An effort to send recruits from Trinidad 
was delayed this afternoon by the refusal of 
the train crew to take out the train. The 
master mechanic and dispatcher and super- 
intendent finally took out the train. 

The entire district is in a high state of ex 
citement. Citizens are arming themselves in 
Trinidad.

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U. S. SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS 
KANSAS FIRE INSURANCE’ LAW. 


Gives Right to Regulate Rates—Justice 
Lamar Says Ruling Allows State 
Right to Fix All Prices. 


Washington; D. C., April 30.—The right of 
the state to regulate insurance rates was 
settled once for all today by the Supreme 
court upholding as constitutional the Kan- 
sag fire insurance law of 1909. Chief Justice 
White and Justices Vandeventer and Lamar 
dissented, holding insurance was a private 
contract with which the state had no right 
to interfere. 5 

Justice Lamar, in the dissenting opinion, 
declared with vehemence that the decision 
upheld the principle that the state had the 
right to fix the price of every article on 
the markets. 

Justice Lamar said surely the decision 
would uphold the power of the state to fix 
the price of newspapers and magazines, for 
they, of all things, Were impressed with a 
public interest.“ 

Justice McKenna, for the majority of the 
court, declared insurance had become so 
clothed with a public interest as to distin- 
guish it from ordinary business

GRAIN EXCHANGE MEN TO MEET. 


Delegates Will Discuss Proposed Con- 
gressional Legislation Relating to 
: Grain Inspection. 


Proposed congressional legislation relat- 
ing to inspection of grains will be consid- 
ered at a conference of delegates from va- 
rious grain exchanges of the country to be 
held at the Hotel La Salle today. 

A. B. Reynolds of Crawfordsville, Ind., 
presided at a meeting of a committee of the 
conference, which was held at the Hotel La 
Salle yesterday, to which had been referred 
proposed amendments to the bill now in 
congress.
